COMPANY MEETING 


Shortage of Farm Labor, which is 
becoming of grow ing concern to farm ­ 
ers in this section and throughout the 
State, is responsible for more then 
300,000 acres of farm land remaining 
idle in the State this summer, a re- 
l>ort of the Bureau of Employment to 
Commissioner Rot, a1 Meeker o f the 
State Department of Labor and in­ 
dustry today shows. 


The report covered only 55 of the 
07 counties in the State and in these 
counties there were more than 9.000 
vacant farms and a total of 301,200 
acres idle. 
The report w as based on a survey 
of the entire State completed on June 
I by State employment agents with 
the assistance of county farm agents. 
The total acreage lying idle is esti­ 
mated at close to ten per cent of the 
total agricultural acreage in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
, 
Shortage of labor in other lines con­ 
tinues, according to the reports of the 
various employment offices. 
The corn­ 
i n labor shortage is general through­ 
out the State affecting various indus­ 
tries. 
Shortage of domestics exists 
in most of the districts. 
Every district, however, notes the 
shortage of farm hands and {Hents to 
the serious conditions resulting from 
the inability of the farm ers to get 
help. 
Tho Harrisburg district, including 
Adams, Clinton, Cumberland. Dauphin. 
Fra nkI in. Fulton. J u n.ata, Lancaster, 
Lebanon, Lycoming Mifflin, Montour, 
Northumberland, Perry, Snyder. U n­ 
ion and York counties, reports 353 
farms lying idle with a total of 25,- 
400 acres. 
Residents of this section feel that 
the figures show them to be less a f­ 
fected than are m any other sections 
of the State for in only one other 
dint r e t have present conditions been 
as lightly felt. 
There is I *ss aban­ 
doned acreage in the Reading district, 
but in all others a greater amount o f 
land is lying idle this season. 
The Scranton district, covering sev ­ 
en counties, Tioga, Bradford, Lacka­ 
wanna, 
Luzerne,

hanna and Pike counties, reported the 
largest number of idle farms, 2,280.
